For bamboo worl; the only tools re- 


quired besides those usually fcund In 
all households are ono or two special 
bamboo maps; a brace and three or 
four bits; a Bunsen burner and lulling 
(where gas cannot bo had a spirit lump 
must lie substituted); and a beudlnK 
iron. 


Tor the bamboo bracket herewith de- 
scribed the only tools required are a 
email Raw. a 1-inch special bamboo 
rasp, and two medium-sized briuluwls i 
There are also 
required two J-lnch 


bamboo canes, and one three-eights of. 


length of these canes for hollowing, 
so that they should bo exactly 12 
inches long when finished). The throo 
cross mils (D B B) must now bo filled 
at both ends -with wood plugs, about 
8 inch us long lilted to the tube of the 
case and glued In.

HOW TO MAKE BAMBOO USEFUL, 


For bamboo work the only tools re- 


quired besides those usually found in 
all households arc one or two special 
bamboo rasps; a brace and three or 
four.bits; a llunncn burner and tubing 
(where gas cannot be bad a spirit lamp 
must bo substituted); and u bending 
iron. 


For the bamboo bracket herewith de- 


scribed the only tools required are a 
small saw, a 1-inch special bamboo 
rasp, and two medium-sized bradawls. 
There are also 
required two 1-lnrh 


bamboo canes, and one three-aights of 


length of tbese caiios for hollowing, 
so that : thoy should be exactly 12 
inches long when finished). Tho three 
cross rails (B B 13) must cow bo filled 
at both ends with wood plugs, about 
3 Inches long fitted to tho tube of the 
case and glued In. 
Theso plugs are 


made of dry, straight grained . deal. 
There is a loose skin on Ihe inside of 
the bamboo enno, which should bo re- 
moved by passing a small rnsp two or 
three times around it.

THE STRAP PUZZLE.
